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Co-Lin  out  front...

Recently,  I  made  a  trip  around  the  State  of  Mississippi  with  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Mississippi  Association  of  Community/Junior  Colleges,  to 
present  the  two-year  college  needs  for  the  1992  legislative  session.  During  the 
course  of  four  days,  we  met  with  legislators  from  all  sections  of  the  state  and 
discussed  the  pressing  needs  of  the  fifteen  public  two-year  institutions.  As  a 
general  rule,  the  reception  was  very  good;  however,  the  same  problems  contin- 
ued to  appear,  no  money. 

How  did  we  get  into  this  situation?  During  the  last  four  years,  many  of  our 
experienced  legislators  kept  telling  everyone  that  we  could  not  fund  massive 
programs  without  increasing  taxes.  The  governor  and  his  leaders  continued  to 
push  the  "no  tax"  attitude.  Adding  to  this  problem  has  been  a  downturn  in  the 
economy  and  today  we  find  ourselves  in  a  messy  situation.  The  new  governor 
appears  to  be  standing  by  the  "no  tax"  rule.  It  appears  that  we  will  have  tax 
increases  one  way  or  another. 

In  a  recent  issue  of  The  Clarion  Ledger,  it  was  projected  that  the  State 
Institutions  of  Higher  Education  will  increase  tuition  upto  25%.  The  same  will  hold 
true  for  the  two-year  colleges.  There  are  many  ways  to  increase  taxes  and  an 
increase  in  tuition  is  just  one  of  these.  If  you  have  a  child  in  college  and  the 
legislature  fails  to  appropriate  more  money  for  education,  it  will  cost  you  just  the 
same  as  if  taxes  were  increased. 

During  the  last  ten  years  Copiah-Lincoln  has  suffered  well  over  a  million  dollar 

loss  in  state  funds.  During  these  ten 
years  our  enrollment  has  steadily 
increased.  In  the  last  five  years,  this 
increase  has  been  over  26%.  Today 
over  1 ,630  students  are  enrolled  on 
the  Wesson  Campus  and  almost 
700  are  enrolled  on  the  Natchez 
Campus.  Future  projections  indicate 
that  our  enrollment  on  both  cam- 
puses will  continue  to  increase. 

The  public  two-year  colleges 
have  requested  an  increase  of 
$1 7,591 ,598  just  to  continue  opera- 
tions for  the  next  fiscal  year.  In  addi- 
tion, we  need  $14,355,069  to  pro- 
vide needed  salary  increases  to  our 
personnel  and  an  additional 
$13,057,331  in  program  enhance- 
ments. This  is  a  total  increase  of  $45,003,998.  The  colleges  will  pay  $5,268,345 
of  this  amount  from  local  district  funds,  leaving  $39,735,653  increases  from  the 
State  of  Mississippi.  Our  total  state  request  for  fiscal  year  1993  is  $69,077,661, 
plus  the  $39,735,653  fora  total  of  $108,813,314. 

Everyone  appears  to  be  sticking  his  or  her  head  in  the  sand  and  hoping  that 
the  problem  will  go  away.  I  can  assure  you  that  this  will  not  happen. 

What  alternatives  do  we  have  to  increased  budgets?  There  are  many,  but  none 
of  them  will  be  satisfactory.  Some  of  these  are  as  follows:  cut  programs  of  study, 
limit  enrollment,  cut  out  travel,  curtail  maintenance  of  facilities,  cut  athletic 
programs,  limit  the  services  that  people  are  accustomed  to  receiving,  and  on  and 
on. 

During  the  next  four  months  you  will  have  the  opportunity  to  speak  to  your 
legislators.  Let  me  encourage  you  to  ask  them  to  find  a  solution  to  our  financial 
needs.  I  can  not  think  of  another  time  in  my  twenty-four  years  when  financial 
problems  have  been  greater. 

Today  over  70,000  students  are  enrolled  in  Mississippi's  public  two-year 
colleges.  We  need  your  help.  Call  your  legislators  today.

Dr.  Douglas  is  assistant  vice-chan- 
cellorfor  Graduate  Studies,  professorof 
anatomy,  professor  of  obstetrics  and 
gynecology  (research),  associate  pro- 
fessor of  physiology  and  biophysics  at 
the  University  of  Mississippi  Center  in 
Jackson.  He  attended  Co-Lin  in  1 952-53 
and  in  1958-59. 

Dr.  Farris-Smith,  a  me mberof  the  Co- 
Lin  class  of  1983,  is  a  veterinarian  in 
Brookhaven  and  owner  of  the  Animal 
Health  Center.

Dr.  Douglas  graduated  with  distinc- 
tion from  Mississippi  College  in  1956 
and  received  his  doctorate  in  physiology 
and  biophysics  from  the  University  of 
Mississippi  Medical  Center  in  1964,  af- 
terwards being  appointed  to  the  medical 
faculty. 

He  is  an  active  member  of  the  Copi- 
ah-Lincoln, Mississippi  College  and  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi  Alumni  Associa- 
tions, the  University  of  Mississippi  Guard- 
ian Society,  and  St.  James  Episcopal 
Church  in  Jackson.  He  is  past  patron  of 
New  Stage  Theatre  and  past  member  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Jackson 
Yacht  Club.  In  1986  he  was  named  to 
Co-Lin's  Literary  Hall  of  Fame. 

Dr.  Douglas  is  currently  president  of 
the  Society  for  the  Study  of  Pathophysi- 
ology of  Pregnancy,  an  international  or- 
ganization of  4,500  scientists  from  70 
countries.  This  year  he  was  named  a 
permanent  member  of  the  International 
Consulting  Committee  of  the  organiza- 
tion, becoming  the  first  American  so 
honored  for  either  position. 

He  was  an  established  investigator  of 
the  American  Heart  Association  from 
1972-77;  received  the  Mississippi  Affili- 
ate Silver  Distinguished  Achievement 
Award  in  1978;  a  visiting  investigator  of 
the  Medical  Research  Council  Blood 
Pressure  Unit  in  Glasgow,  Scotland, 
1973-74;  received  the  Mississippi  Acad-

emy  of  Sciences  Award  for  Outstanding 
Contribution  to  Science  in  1984  and 
served  as  the  organization's  president  in 
1985. 

Dr.  Douglas  is  an  internationally-rec- 
ognized author  of  four  books  and  over 
250  journal  articles,  book  chapters  and 
abstracts  in  numerous  publications  and 
presentations.  His  scientific  articles  have 
appeared  in  28  different  journals.  Dr. 
Douglas  is  author  of  Experimental  Ap- 
proaches to  Toxemia  of  Pregnancy. 
1971 :  Models  of  Hemodynamics  in  Nor- 
mal Pregnancy  and  EPH-Gestosis.  1 977: 
Reset  Your  Appestat.  1988;  and  Age- 
less. Living  Younger  Longer.  1990. 

He  served  on  the  editorial  board  of 
Clinical  and  Experimental  Hypertension, 
one  of  five  Americans  and  the  only  Mis- 
sissippian;  and  as  the  first  Mississippian 
to  be  named  to  the  editorial  board  of  the 
international  journal,  New  Trends  in 
Gestational  and  Perinatal  Hypertension. 
He  is  a  member  of  eleven  professional 
societies,  including  the  Society  for  Gy- 
necologic Investigation,  the  American 
Physiological  Society,  and  the  Ameri- 
can Federation  for  Clinical  Research. 

Dr.  Douglas  became  the  state's  first 
person  to  ever  address  the  opening  ses- 
sion of  the  Polish  Gynecological  Society 
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in  Szczecin,  Poland,  in  1980;  the  first 
Mississippian  to  be  invited  to  address 
the  faculty  of  the  Institute  of  Clinical 
Obstetrics  and  Gynecology,  University 
Cattolica  Del  Sacro  Cuore  in  Rome, 
Italy,  in  1981;  as  the  North  American 
representative  to  present  an  address  at 
the  Valedictory  Scientific  meeting  com- 
memorating the  retirement  of  Regius 
Professor  Ian  MacGillivry  in  Aberdeen, 
Scotland,  in  1984;  and  the  only  Ameri- 
can to  address  the  opening  session  of 
the  Society  of  Pathophysiology  of  Preg- 
nancy in  Budapest,  Hungry,  in  June  1990. 
Dr.  Douglas  has  achieved  many  "firsts" 
in  his  distinguished  career,  including  the 
first  to  demonstrate  that  there  is  a  tran- 
sient increase  in  extra  cellular  fluid  vol- 
ume prior  to  the  development  of  hyper- 
tension; first  to  demonstrate  that  there  is 
a  transient  increase  in  blood  volume  and 
interstitial  fluid  pressure  prior  to  the  de- 
velopment of  hypertension;  first  to  mea- 
sure mean  circulatory  filling  pressure  in 
the  pregnant  animal ;  first  to  demonstrate 
that  contrary  to  previously  reported  data, 
a  vitamin  deficient  diet  together  with 
partially  peroxidized  fatty  acids  cannot 
produce  preeclampsia;  first  to  demon- 
strate, with  Professor  H.  Langford,  that

At  the  time  of  his  death  in  May ,  1 991 , 
he  and  his  wife  lived  in  Jacksonville,

Dr.  Pearce  received  a  bachelor  of 
science  degree  from  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi,  and  a  master  of 
arts  degree  and  a  doctorate  of  educa- 
tion, both  from  the  University  of  Missis- 
sippi. He  did  postgraduate  work  at 
George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers, 
Yale  University,  Harvard  University,  and 


the  University  of  Colorado. 

He  was  active  in  all  phases  of  his 
church  and  in  numerous  civic  and  pro- 
fessional organizations. 

The  new  scholarship  will  be  awarded 
annually  to  a  freshman  social  science 
major  who  has  excelled  and  who  plans 
to  enterthe  teaching  field  and  who  plans 
to  return  to  Co-Lin  for  the  sophomore 
year. 

The  recipient  will  be  selected  by  the 
college's  Scholarship  Committee  and 
will  be  given  on  Awards  Day.

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Oswalt  Library  seeks  funds  from  many  sources

It  is  the  best  of  times,  it  is  the  worst  of 
times. ..libraries  today  are  experiencing 
both  situations.  It  is  the  best  of  times  with 
all  the  advancements  in  technology  and 
it  is  the  worst  of  times  because  this  new 
technology  is  costing  more  than  most 
libraries  can  afford.  The  public  commu- 
nity and  junior  college  libraries  in  Missis- 
sippi are  constantly  seeking  funds  to 
supplement  their  annual  budgets. 

In  1987  a  special  session  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Legislature  provided  a  one-time 
appropriations  for  the  community  and 
junior  college  libraries.  The  Evelyn 
Oswalt  Library  spent  some  of  the  fund- 
ing to  purchase  computer  equipment  to 
create  an  on-line  book  catalog  and  to 
automate  circulation  procedures.  All 
40,000  volumes  in  the  collection  on  the 
Wesson  campus  are  now  on  the  com- 
puter. 

Since  1 987  two  additional  grants  have 
been  received.  In  a  combined  effort  the 
Mississippi  Community  and  Junior  Col- 
lege libraries  formed  MISNET  (Missis- 
sippi Information  Services  Network).  Two 
grant  applications  were  completed  and 
submitted  in  1989.  The  first,  a  federal 
grant,  was  funded  for  $106,000.  The 
second,  a  grant  from  the  Mississippi 
Library  Commission,  was  funded  for 
$1 5,000.  The  funds  were  divided  equally 
among  the  fifteen  community/junior  col- 
lege districts.  The  grants  helped  the 
twenty-nine  libraries  produce  a  com- 
bined listing  of  the  magazine  holdings 
and  to  purchase  the  needed  equipment 
to  join  the  Mississippi  Library 
Commission's  LoanNet  Network.  This 
allows  each  of  the  college  districts  to 
participate  in  the  inter-library  loan  pro- 
gram with  the  public  libraries  and  univer- 
sity libraries. 

Three  proposed  grants  are  in  the  writ- 
ing process.  One  grant  is  a  federal  grant 
that  will  help  each  of  the  libraries 
strengthen  the  magazine  collections.  A 
second  grant,  through  the  Mississippi 
Library  Commission,  will  supplement  the 
federal  grant.  The  final  grant  is  a  Federal 
Title  III  grant  which  will  provide  funding 
to  link  all  twenty-nine  community/junior 
college  libraries  together  into  one  "on- 
line" card  catalog.  These  grant  applica- 
tions will  be  submitted  during  1992. 

"The  competition  for  funding  for  each 
of  these  grants  is  tremendous.  Only  a 
small  number  of  the  federal  grants  sub- 
mitted will  get  funded.  We  hope  that  in 
these  times  that  our  grants  will  make  the

grade,"  states  Kendall  Chapman,  direc- 
tor of  learning  resources.

Natchez  campus  library

It  has  been  said  that  a  library  is  the 
heart  of  the  school.  That  holds  true  for 
Co-Lin's  Natchez  Campus  Library  where 
in  an  average  week  nearly  400  people 
enter  the  library. 

Students  are  finding  the  information 
they  need  in  the  Natchez  Campus 
Library,  which  certainly  speaks  well  for 
the  library.  Often,  librarians  and  students 
have  to  use  interlibrary  loan  services 
when  local  materials  are  inadequate. 

The  Natchez  Campus  Library  has  an 
up-to-date  book  collection  that  is  well- 
suited  to  the  needs  of  the  student  body. 
During  this  fall  term  the  library  has  been 
a  very  busy  place.  Students,  for  the  most 
part,  have  found  ample  information  on 
the  topics  they  have  been  researching. 
Examples  of  research  topics  are  acid 
rain,  the  world  water  supply,  battered 
women,  child  abuse,  gun  control,  capital 
punishment,  abortion,  proper  nutrition 
and  the  Bubonic  plague. 

NEWSBANK  is  an  innovative  and 
worthwhile  feature  that  is  often  used  and 
greatly  appreciated  by  those  researching 
topics  of  current  social  interest. 
NEWSBANK  is  a  subscription  to  an 
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national  newspaper  service  that  indexes 
more  than  400  national  newspapers. 
The  articles  are  on  microfiche.  Students 
enjoy  using  the  modern  reader/printerto 
read  and  to  copy  the  /vEWSB/4/VXarticles 
as  well  as  articles  from  the  many 
microform  copies  of  magazines  and 
journals  to  which  the  library  subscribes. 

A  little  known  asset  of  the  library  is  the 
excellent  collection  of  microfilm  copies 
of  the  Natchez  newspapers.  The 
newspaper  titles  include  THE  ARIEL 
(1828),  THE  CHRONICLE  (1808), 
COMMERCIAL  DISPATCH  (1826), 
NA  TCHEZ  COttf?/Efl(  various  titles  from 
the  1830s  through  the  1870s),  and  THE 
NATCHEZ  DEMOCRAT  from  its 
beginning  as  a  weekly  in  1865  through 
December  1950. 

Faculty  requests  for  audio-visual 
equipment  and  material  are  filled  by  the 
library  staff.  Setting  up  a  television  set 
with  a  VCR,  the  camcorder,  slide 
projector  or  film  strip  projector  are  all  in 
a  day's  work  at  the  Natchez  Campus 
Library.

The  Place  to  Be. 
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Survey  reveals  students'  satisfaction,  needs

Duringthe  Spring  Semester  of  1991  a 
Student  Opinion  Survey  was  conducted 
at  Co-Lin.  About  400  students  answered 
a  questionnaire  prepared  by  American 
College  Testing  Corporation  (ACT). 
Results  of  that  survey  are  now  available. 
The  college  really  appreciated  the  coop- 
eration of  those  students  who  partici- 
pated in  that  survey.  We  also  appreciate 
the  candid  responses  of  the  participants. 
It  is  very  important  that  college  officials 
have  a  knowledge  of  student  opinions 
about  services  of  the  college  and  other 
aspects  of  college  life. 

This  article  is  to  relate  some  of  the 
survey  results  which  seemed  particu- 
larly interesting  to  me.  One  item  dealt 
with  reasons  students  chose  Co-Lin  as 
the  place  to  go  to  college.  "Convenient 
Location"  and  "offered  and  courses  I 
wanted"  were  the  two  most  popular  rea- 
sons given  for  attending  Co-Lin  by  stu- 
dents answering  the  survey.  Following 
closely  behind  as  reasons  were:  "Good 
vocational  or  academic  reputation", 
"Good  chance  of  personal  success", 
"Low  cost  of  attending"  and  "Availability 
of  scholarship  or  financial  aid". 

Answers  to  other  questions  dealing 
with  student  impressions  of  the  quality  of 
instruction  at  Co-Lin  indicated  that  bet- 
terthan  75%  of  those  students  attending 
Co-Lin  would  make  that  same  choice 
again.  Answers  also  indicated  that  85% 
of  the  students  felt  that  the  overall  quality 


of  education  at  Co-Lin  was  "Excellent/ 
Good",  with  less  than  2%  rating  the 
college  as  below  average. 

The  survey  results  indicated  a  high 
level  of  satisfaction  with  instructional 
programs  (80%  plus  range)  and  with 
related  areas  of  service,  such  as  class 
size,  the  challenge  offered  by  their  pro- 
gram, the  variety  of  courses  offered,  etc. 

Although  levels  of  satisfaction  were 
above  average,  (65%  and  higher)  stu- 
dents were  somewhat  less  satisfied  with 
admissions  requirements  and  with  gen- 
eral registration  procedures.  Students 
also  were  somewhat  less  satisfied  with 
their  opportunities  for  involvement  in 
college  activities.  Perhaps  these  are 
some  areas  that  we  should  examine 
more  closely  in  the  future.  Admissions 
requirements  are  set  not  to  keep  stu- 
dents out  of  Co-Lin,  but  rather  as  a  way 
to  allow  college  officials  to  do  a  better 
job  of  advising  students  and  helping 
them  in  other  ways.  There  are  also  legal 
requirements  now  in  place  which  re- 
quire that  students  admitted  to  college 
must  have  the  "Ability  to  Benefit".  Ad- 
mission requirements  are  necessary  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  this  federal 
law. 

Registration  at  college  has  for  the 
most  part  always  been  an  unpleasant 
experience  for  students.  Many  of  us 
who  went  through  the  process  years 
ago  can  really  tell  some  stories,  but  that

process  has  been  improved  a  great  deal 
over  the  years.  It  still,  however,  is  not  a 
pleasant  experience  in  most  instances. 
The  faculty  and  staff  at  Co-Lin  try  to  keep 
the  student's  best  interest  in  mind  and 
make  the  experience  less  than  painful 
where  possible.  I'm  encouraged  that 
registration  procedures  will  improve  be- 
fore too  many  more  years,  since  our 
Board  of  Trustees  is  in  the  discussion 
stages  of  planning  to  build  a  new  Multi- 
purpose Building,  which  would  accom- 
modate the  entire  registration  process 
under  one  roof.  That  would,  of  course, 
solve  many  problems  we  now  have  with 
registration. 

On  the  subject  of  opportunities  for 
student  involvement  in  activities,  I'm 
somewhat  at  a  loss.  We  recently  had  a 
dance  for  students  in  conjunction  with 
other  homecoming  activities.  At  the 
dance  we  introduced  the  homecoming 
queen  and  other  members  of  the  court. 
Few  students  were  in  attendance  forthis 
occasion.  The  crowd  for  the  dance  did 
not  grow  after  David  Smith,  director  of 
student  activities,  had  gone  to  consider- 
able trouble  and  expense  to  provide  for 
the  dance.  This  was  an  opportunity  for 
student  involvement  in  an  activity,  but 
few  students  took  advantage  of  it.  We 
welcome  suggestions  from  students  re- 
garding this  and  other  topics.  What  can 
we  do  to  raise  this  level  of  satisfaction? 
Let  us  know! 

Other  information  gathered  through 
the  ACT  Student  Opinion  Survey  related 
to  student  perceptions  of  their  needs, 
abilities,  etc.  Participants  indicated  that 
more  students  felt  they  needed  tutorial 
help  in  math  (34%)  than  in  any  other 
area.  The  majority  of  student  respon- 
dents indicated  that  they  planned  to  com- 
plete college  work  beyond  the  associate 
degree  level,  with  over  25%  planning  to 
complete  masters  programs. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  administra- 
tion, faculty  and  staff  are  vitally  inter- 
ested in  providing  the  quality  programs 
and  the  type  services  needed  and  de- 
sired by  our  students .  We  welcome  what- 
ever comments  or  suggestions  students 
may  have  to  help  us  do  a  better  job  of 
providing  those  programs  and  services. 


Enrollment  hits  over  2100 


Overall  enrollment  on  the  Wesson 
and  Natchez  campuses  has  risen  ap- 
proximately 8  percent  for  the  fall  semes- 
ter when  comparing  statistics  from  the 
same  time  last  year. 

A  total  of  2, 1 36  students  are  currently 
enrolled  on  both  campuses,  a  163  per- 
son jump  over  1990  figures  which  to- 
taled 1,973. 

The  largest  increase  can  be  seen  in 
the  full-time  enrollment  figures  on  the 
Natchez  Campus  which  show  95  more 
students  enrolled  in  academic,  voca- 
tional, and  technical  courses.  An  esti- 
mated 369  are  now  attending  full-time  in 
Natchez,  while  only  274  attended  in  the 
fall  of  1990. 

On  the  Wesson  Campus,  1 ,289  are 
enrolled  full-time,  an  increase  of  52  stu- 


dents over  the  1990  count  of  1,237. 

When  totalling  part-time  figures  for 
both  campuses,  Natchez  shows  234 
attending,  an  increase  of  15  since  last 
fall.  In  Wesson,  statistics  point  out  that 
part-time  attendance  has  increased  by 
only  one  student. 

Dr.  Howell  Garner,  college  dean,  said 
that  recruitment  efforts  on  both  cam- 
puses are  one  explanation  for  the  8 
percent  increase. 

He  said,  "Our  employees,  especially 
those  in  Natchez,  have  done  an  excep- 
tional job  of  making  contact  with  pos- 
sible students  in  the  district." 

Dr.  Garner  said  Co-Lin  is  picking  up 
more  adult  students  who  are  returning 
to  school  after  being  out  of  the  class- 
room. 


"The  'pool'  of  high  school  graduates 
has  not  increased,  and  our  enrollment 
reports  make  it  apparent  that  older  stu- 
dents are  coming  back  to  school,"  Dr. 
Garner  explained. 

"We're  also  picking  up  a  larger  num- 
ber of  those  who  typically  enroll  in  uni- 
versities for  all  four  years  of  college,"  he 
added. 

Reputation  of  Co-Lin's  outstanding 
instructional  program,  location,  and  cost 
are  all  factors  in  the  return  of  the  univer- 
sity student  to  the  community  college, 
according  to  Dr.  Garner. 

"Although  both  the  universities  and 
community  colleges  have  raised  tuition 
due  to  the  economy,  the  cost  gap  be- 
tween the  two  is  wider,"  he  said.

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Golf  course  may  expand

An  additional  nine  holes  on  the  Copi- 
ah-Lincoln golf  course  may  soon  be- 
come a  reality  with  the  support  of  the 
area  businesses  and  members  of  local 
communities. 

At  a  recent  meeting  in  the  Co-Lin 
Cafeteria,  approximately  80  golfers  and 
businessmen  showed  their  interest  in 
expanding  the  current  nine  hole  facility. 

Alton  Greenlee,  golf  course  manager, 
appointed  a  committee  to  further  inves- 
tigate the  feasibility  of  adding  the  addi- 
tional holes.  Those  serving  on  the  com- 
mittee are  Juele  Owens,  Henry  Wallace, 
and  Wes  Weese,  all  of  Brookhaven; 
Albert  H.  Hennington  and  Sharon 
Alexander,  both  of  Wesson;  Ken  Fore- 
hand and  M.C.  Cooper,  both  of 
Monticello;  and  Steve  Amos,  Hazlehurst. 

Cost  of  construction  has  been  esti- 
mated at  $74,500,  a  large  sum  when 
compared  to  the  cost  of  the  first  nine 
holes  which  was  $10,000  in  1969. 

College  President  Dr.  Billy  Thames 
said  that  the  project  would  depend  heavily 
on  private  contributions  because  fed- 
eral, state,  and  county  funds  are  not 
available. 

He  said,  "We  can  cut  this  cost  some, 
though,  through  the  use  of  our  heavy 
equipment  program  here  on  campus 
which  can  assist  in  the  ground  work." 

Expansion  has  been  drawn  up  into 
three  phases.  Phase  I  includesfinalizing 
a  permanent  plan  for  the  nine  holes  and 
bidding  the  harvest  of  timber  in  areas  to 
be  clear  cut. 

Thames  said,  "The  college  board  of 
trustees  has  begun  Phase  I  by  approv- 
ing the  employment  of  an  architect  at 
their  Aug.  1  meeting." 

"The  architect  will  now  meet  with  the 
appointed  committee  to  discuss  the 
project." 

Phase  II  includes  cleaning  and  groom- 
ing in  areas  where  the  timber  has  been 
harvested,  with  landscaping  to  follow. 

Phase  III  calls  for  construction  of 
greens  and  tee  bases.  Also,  installation 
of  in  irrigation  system  will  be  needed, 
along  with  planting  of  proper  types  of 
grass. 

Thames  said  that  presently  there  is 
$30,000  that  can  be  used  to  begin  the 
project  from  the  recent  sale  of  college 
property  timber.  Moreover,  the  town  of 
Wesson  has  agreed  to  contribute 
$10,500  from  grant  funds. 

Wesson  Mayor  Terri  Edwards  said, 


"We  must  pull  togetherand  be  motivated 
if  we  want  to  witness  the  completion  of 
these  nine  holes." 

She  added,  "This  project  will  serve 
the  people  of  several  communities,  and 
the  town  is  definitely  behind  it." 

Greenlee  commented,  "We've  got  to 
do  this  right  so  that  we  won't  regret  it  in 
years  to  come." 

The  need  for  expansion  has  grown 
from  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  traffic 


at  the  course. 

Greenlee  said,  "Many  people  don't 
realize  this,  but  the  Co-Lin  course  is  the 
only  public  one  between  Jackson  and 
New  Orleans,  and  the  only  18-hole 
course  is  Bellwood  Country  Club  in 
Natchez." 

"We  have  one  of  the  most  harmoni- 
ous situations  at  the  Co-Lin  course  that 
I  have  ever  seen,"  Greenlee  added.

The  Natchez  Literary  Celebration,  an 
annual  three-day  early-summer  confer- 
ence co-sponsored  by  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  and  the  Natchez 
National  Historical  Park,  in  November 
received  an  additionalgrantforexpenses 
incurred  during  the  1991  conference, 
held  May  29-June  1. 

The  grant,  from  the  Mississippi  Hu- 
manities, was  made  possible  by  a  cash 
match  of  donations  from  generous  cor- 
porate and  individual  donors. 

The  additional  grant  is  a  total  of 
$6,337.50.  The  original  grant  was  for 
$17,718,  making  the  total  MHC  grant  to 
the  event  $24,055.50. 

The  additional  grant  must  be  spent 
for  NLC  expenses  incurred  for  the  1991 
event,  according  to  Dr.  Cora  Norman, 
executive  director  of  the  MHC. 

Total  budget  for  the  1991  conference

Industrial  Training  offers  versatile  programs 


Change  is  a  constant  factor  in  busi- 
ness and  industry  which  creates  a  need 
for  employee  training,  according  to  Sarah 
McQuillin,  Industrial  Training  Coordina- 
tor for  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  Col- 
lege. The  state-of-the-art  equipmentthat 
is  replacing  old  equipment  is  changing 
job  skill  requirements  rapidly. 

Co-Lin  has  an  excellent  reputation 
with  industry  in  the  college  district.  In- 
dustry representatives  know  they  can 
depend  on  our  college  to  provide  stu- 
dents with  entry  level  job  skills.  They  are 
also  involved  in  ensuring  that  new  stan- 
dards are  added  to  the  curriculum. 

McQuillin  maintains  close  contact  with 
industry  in  the  district  and  offers  custom- 
ized training  programs  which  range  from 
management  training  to  line-workertrain- 
ing.  The  training  projects  may  be  forklift 
training,  electrical  maintenance  training, 
sewing  machine  operator  training,  com- 
puter training,  or  management  semi- 
nars. 

"Flexibility  is  the  key  to  this  job  be- 
cause the  training  must  be  offered  ac- 
cording  to  industry's  timetable,  "McQuillin 
said. 

"I  see  training  that  is  on  the  cutting 
edge  because  of  the  new  technology 
and  demands  of  competition.  Sharing 
this  information  with  the  instructors  at 
Co-Lin  and  the  area  high  schools  helps 
them  to  know  the  new  job  skill  require- 
ments." 

Along  with  industrial  training,  there  is 
a  growing  demand  for  health  and  safety 
training.  Safety  signs  posted  in  plants 
remind  employees  of  the  importance  of 
working  safely. 

"I  schedule  CPR/Safety,  First  Re- 
sponded Rescue  and  Extrication  classes 
in  industry,  Hospitals  request  I.V. 
Therapy  and  Emergency  Medical  Tech- 
nician classes  for  their  employees," 
McQuillin  said. 

Many  of  the  industries  are  encourag- 
ing their  employees  to  upgrade  their 
education  to  meet  the  new  job  demands. 
Now  employees  must  participate  in 
teams  and  accept  responsibility  for  meet- 
ing quality  standards.  Quality  training 
requires  reading,  math,  and  communi- 


cation skills.  Co-Lin  has  a  Basic  Skills 
Program  that  is  coupled  with  industrial 
training  to  improve  cognitive  and  prob- 
lem solving  skills. 

Coordinating  an  industrial  training 
project  involves  developing  a  custom- 
ized training  plan;  selecting  instructors; 
arranging  for  facilities,  supplies,  and 
equipment;  recruiting  trainees,  and  moni- 
toring the  progress  of  the  training.  This 
can  be  very  time  consuming.  New  and 
expanding  industry  consider  this  assis- 
tance through  Co-Lin  and  the  State  In- 
dustrial Services  Division  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Vocational-Technical  and  Adult 
Education  Department  as  one  of  the 
keys  to  making  a  successful  start  in 
Mississippi. 

"Keeping  in  contact  with  chambers  of 
commerce  and  industrial  development 
foundations  is  important  inthis  job.  Many 
industrial  training  contacts  are  made 
through  friendships  formed  with  the  com- 
munity leaders,"  McQuillin  said.  "They 
discuss  situations  that  are  impacting  their 


companies  and  ask  for  sources  to  help 
solve  their  problems.  The  information 
may  be  available  at  Co-Lin,  the  Indus- 
trial Services  Division  or  from  one  of  the 
15  industrial  coordinators  in  the  state." 

Co-Lin  is  very  supportive  of  the  indus- 
tries in  our  district  and  state.  Every  re- 
quest by  industry  is  important  to  Dr.  Billy 
Thames,  president  of  Co-Lin,  and  Louis 
Dugas,  Dean  of  Vocational-Technical 
Instruction.  They  want  industry  to  con- 
sider the  resources  of  Co-Lin  first  for 
their  training  needs. 

"I  get  so  much  enjoyment  from  re- 
sponding to  the  challenges  of  finding 
training  resources  for  industry  that  I  for- 
get that  I'm  working,"  McQuillin  said. 
"The  more  training  that  employees  have 
means  that  our  industries  will  be  suc- 
cessful and  we  all  prosper.  The  greatest 
reward  is  to  have  an  employee  who 
participated  in  industrial  training  or  the 
regular  college  programs  express  pride 
in  the  job  and  attribute  that  success  to 
getting  a  start  through  Co-Lin."

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Workforce  specialist  tells  of  enriching  duties 


Workforce  literacy  is  a  key  factor  in 
Mississippi's  economic  recovery  and 
growth,  according  to  Ellen  Martin, 
Workforce  Specialist  at  Co-Lin.  Because 
of  the  state's  commitment  to  a  workforce 
improvement  program,  the  prospects  for 
the  future  of  its  economy  are  exciting. 

Mississippi's  Skills  Enhancement 
Training  Program,  now  in  its  second 
year,  has  placed  the  state  in  the  forefront 
of  a  nationwide  literacy  effort  that  is  a 
part  of  President  Bush's  visionary 
"America  2000"  initiative.  "It's  great  for 
Mississippi  to  be  at  the  front  of  the  pack 
for  a  change,"  said  Martin. 

Co-Lin  is  one  of  eight  community  col- 
leges in  the  state  to  participate  in  the 
Skills  Enhancement  Program  by  em- 
ploying a  Workforce  Specialist  to  deliver 
basic  skills  instruction  to  industry  work- 
ers with  varying  levels  of  literacy. 

"I  am  pleased  that  Co-Lin  sees  the 
provision  of  literacy  services  as  an  inte- 
gral part  of  its  over-all  commitment  to 
industries  in  our  seven-county  district," 
said  Martin.  "We  know  that  literacy  prob- 
lems and  poverty  go  hand-in-hand  and 
pose  majorthreats  to  our  economic  well- 
being;  therefore  we  must  be  committed 
to  an  all-out  attack  on  illiteracy  in  our 
state  and  in  our  nation,"  she  said. 

With  the  technological  advances  be- 
ing made  in  industries  today,  more  is 
required  of  the  workers  than  in  the  past. 
Now  they  are  required  to  have  problem- 
solving  and  communication  skills  to 
implementteam  and  quality  control  stan- 
dards being  demanded  of  industries  in- 
volved in  the  global  market. 

As  a  Workforce  Specialist,  Martin 
develops  basic  skills  curricula  custom- 
ized to  the  specific  needs  of  industry. 
On-the-job  literacy  requirements  are 
assessed  through  a  literacy  task  analy- 
sis, and  the  content  and  approach  of 
instruction  is  specifically  job-related. 

Lesson  plans  and  study  activities  are 
developed  using  copies  of  the  company's 
forms  and  materials  that  the  workers 
have  to  read  and  write  and  make  calcu- 
lations on  in  performing  their  daily  job 
tasks.  Martin  notes  that  the  worker  im- 


mediately incorporates  reading,  writing, 
and  math  techniques  learned  in  the  ba- 
sic skills  enhancement  classes  into  daily 
job  activities.  Therefore  there  is  a  high 
degree  of  retention  of  learning. 

Another  advantage  of  the  instruction 
delivered  by  the  Workforce  Specialist  is 
that  it  is  usually  done  on  the  job  site 
during  the  employees'  working  hours. 
Martin  applauds  the  commitment  of  in- 
dustries to  the  welfare  of  their  employ- 
ees in  giving  release  time  for  the  em- 
ployees to  participate  in  basic  skills  en- 
hancement classes. 

An  example  of  a  basic  skills  program 
that  is  receiving  considerable  attention 
in  industries  in  Co-Lin's  district  is  Basic 
Skills  for  Statistical  Process  Control 
(SPC).  SPC  is  a  quality  control  method 
that  enables  local  industries  to  produce 
products  that  are  competitive  in  a  global 
market.  A  basic  skills  training  program 
forSPC  usually  involves  teaching  calcu- 
lator use,  basic  math,  scaling,  graphing, 
and  chart  documentation. 

Another  timely  issue  that  has  cap- 
tured the  attention  of  the  Workforce  Spe- 
cialist in  the  last  few  months  is  helping 


drivers  who  have  low  reading  skills  pre- 
pare for  the  Commercial  Drivers' License 
Exam  that  is  mandated  for  all  commer- 
cial drivers  by  April  1992. 

Many  thousands  of  the  state's  drivers 
have  not  yet  taken  the  exam  and  risk 
losing  their  licenses  and  their  jobs.  Driv- 
ers must  be  able  to  read  at  least  at  a  6th 
grade  equivalency  level  to  pass  the  writ- 
ten portion  of  the  exam. 

Martin  says  that  poor  reading  skills 
are  making  many  drivers  fearful  of  the 
test.  She  has  been  working  with  school 
bus  drivers,  loggers,  and  drivers  of  county 
and  city  vehicles  to  improve  their  literacy 
skills  in  preparation  for  taking  the  CDL 
test. 

"Having  been  a  high  school  English 
teacher  for  twenty  years,  I  never  knew 
how  gratifying  it  could  be  to  work  with 
adults  in  meeting  their  literacy  needs," 
Martin  said.  "I  am  thrilled  to  be  a  part  of 
Co-Lin's  commitment  to  Mississippi's 
economic  growth  through  its  vocational- 
technical  and  academic  instructional 
programs  and  through  its  workforce  lit- 
eracy and  industrial  training  services  to 
industry."
